seventeen pairs of drawers ; ten pairs of 
hose, and thirty-three havelocks. In 
November of the same year—eighty pairs 
ot hose and forty-eight pairs of mittens 
were also sent to them. 
- In December, the society, at the re- 
quest of Lieut. ©, B. Warner of the 19th 
Regiment, made for the South Danvers 
men in his company—the materials being 
furnished—twenty-seven shirts and twen- 
ty-seven ‘pairs. of- drawers.

Company C, 5th Regiment, which left 
for Newberne in September, 1862, re- 
ceived no aid from the society, as none 
was needed.

_ THE PAINLESSNESS OF DEATH. 


_ All who have thought upon the eub. 
ject, know how nearly pleasure and pain | 
are allied to each other. It appears as if 
they were’ ‘two adjoining spheres or ele- 
ments, and that you cannot” overstep the 
domain of the one without entering the 
opposite state. It is this proximity of 
opposites.that, will explain many of those 
remarkable occurrences which are record- 
ed in histories and biographies, Martyrs 
roasting at the fire, criminals under the 
rack, and soldiers mangled upon the bat- 
tlefield, have all shouted in ecstacy, and 
never were so happy in their lives.— 
George Fox relates in his journal how 
that, ona certain time, when he had been 
beaten in a most horrible manner and 
thrown into a stinking prison, he was so 
happy that he sat up in the dungeon and 
sang for joy. Just think of that,—a 
Quaker singing when brutal populace 
thought they had killed him! and yet 
this is nothing-more than what would 
have happened to any of us in similar 
circumstances. Here, then, are the limi- 
tations which the Creator has fixed to 
our susceptibility of suffering—faintness, 
delirium, pleasure, death, and all is over, 
A still better conception may be form- 
ed of the painlessnéss of death by com- 
paring it with what Homer calls 
*Death’s half-brother, sleep 3” 
for the phenomena in one casé bear a 
close analogy t6 the otlier, We sleep 
whenever the circulation of the blood in 
the brain isso low as not to stimulate 
the gray matter which overlays the inyo- 
lutions and convolutions, If one partic- 
ular part be excited and not the others, 
we dream ; dreaming is, therefore, a par- 
tial wakefulness. If the circulation be 
entirely withdrawn, the sleep is profound, 
and if the brain be full of blood, we are 
thoroughly awake. I have now been 
awake for about thirteen hours, in the 








| course of another three hours I shall re- 


tire to rest; a slight change will take 


place’ in the circulation, and, sleep. will 


ensue; and when sufficient excitability 
has accumulated to sustain another day’s

But shall we throw 
them) all aside because they deprive a 
few of certain enjoyments, that they 
would otherwise have? Shall we destroy 
our “houses -of religious worship for the 
reason that. they may be a little too near 
some one’s dwelling-house or shop, and 
therefore an annoyance to him-on- certain 
occasions ? Shall we abandon the steam 
cars. because certain persons, . through 
whose land, or near whose dwellings they 
pass, are put to some trouble thereby ? 
In short, shall we abandon every enter- 
prise because some of their results may 
be objectionable? ‘That is the: question, 
and it is the only question for us to an- 
swer in the case of the proposed Danvers 
and Salem Horse Railroad, 

There are some six or eight men in 


| this town who keep a number of faney 


horses, and who have but. little else to 
do but exereise them by driving to Salem 
and back two .or three times every day, 
that are opposed tothe Horse Railroad. 
And is it not plainly.to de. seen why 
they are opposed to it? It is simply be- 
cause it will discommode them a little in 
their rides for pleasure from here to Sa- 
lem. There. are also.a few traders who 
think their business would be injured by 
the proposed Horse Railroad. But are 
either of the above objections. to it suffi 
cient? Shall ninety-nine one-hundreths 


_of the inhabitants of the town of Dan-., 


vers. be put to trouble and expense daily 
on account of the present impracticable 
mode of conveyance to Salem, im order 
that the pleasure and interests of some 
few, may. be gratified and enhanced? 
considering this question we ought ‘to 
lock to the greatest good of the greatest 
number. If nearly all.of the people of 
Danvers. are to be benefitted by the pro- 
posed new mode of conveyance to Salem, 
why, not let them, have it? It is evident 
to all that. the horse ear is much more 
convenient, and preferable in. many.re: 
spects, to the omnibus; besides the 
omnibus ;does. not, run, often enowgh ‘to 
satisfy the wants of the people. There 
should be some means. of going from 
Danvers to'Salem, by public conveyance, 
as often, as every hour. 

The omnibus runs but six times during 
the day, leaving the post-office at 7 1-2, 
9 and 12 o'clock A, Mz, and at 1, 3 3-4 
and 6 o'clock P. M.; and here ends our 


-means of going to Salem by public con- 


veyance, except we can go on the steam 
cars three times during.the day. It re- 
quires no argument. to prove that there 
should. be some plan adopted to remedy 
this matter... There is not a day passes 
when there are not more or less who are 
put to trouble and expense on account of 
the present inadequate means of convey- 
ance to Salem. The wants of the peo- 
ple of both Danvers and Salem demand 


a. Horse. Railroad to connect the two

NEwBERN, Feb..8, 1864. 

e * * T suppose you have heard of the: 
attack on Newbern before this time. Twat | 
give you an account of the part we had in the | 
skirmish. The rebels attacked cur pickets at 
Bachelor’s Creek at 3 o’clock on Monday morn- 
ing, Feb. I. About 6 in the morning we were 
ordered out there to. re-inforce the 132d New 
York (that is the five companies of the 17th 
that were encamped outside of Fort Totten 
were ordered out). We hada hundred and 
twenty men and a section of Battery , Third 
New York Artillery, all under command of 
Lieut. Col. Fellows. When we got about half 
way there we meta cavalry man with orders 
for the battery to come on as fast as it could. 
We opened right and left to let them pass 
through. ‘We had not gone much farther be- 
fore we had orders to:come on at double quick, 
when we run from there to theycreek. 


When we arrived the rebels were just cross- 
ing the creek. -Wehad orders to deploy ore. 
company as skirmishers to the right, the other's 
to form in line of battle on the night of them 
ina field. We had just got into line when we 
saw the enemy advance out of the woods m 
line of battle. Our skirmishers fell back, © Col. 
Fellows. gave orders for them to rally on the 
battalion. We thought they (the rebels) -were 
going to make a charge as they began to. yell, 
but we gave them such a volley that they fell 
back under cover’ of the woods. When the 
smoke cleared away a little, we found they 
had planted a battery right in: front of us, 
about two hundred yards from us, and we fell 
back a little, the battery shelling. us.. We 
very soon heard a cheering in our rear and 
thought we had got reinforcements—for the 
rebels had succeeded in getting in ourrear, and 
we received a heavy fire from the woods on the 
right at the same time. 

We then had an orderto fal) back, but it 
came too Jate to save the men, for the rebels 
were right on us. We were.cut off from the 
road, so we had to take to the woods. Lieut, 
Cann, with myself and twenty men, made our 
way through to the camp of the 132d and 
started down the railroad; but the rebels had 
got ahead of us, as they tried to take a train of 
cars that started before we did, so we had to 
take to the woods again. We went across and. 
came out on the Trent road, about four miles’ 
above Newbern. I arrived in Newbern about 
ten o'clock, all safe, but about tired out. 

We lost, in all, one man killed and fifty- 
eight missing, and eight officers missing. From 
our company (1) we lost one lentenant and 
six men. I will give you a list of the officers 
missing. They are Lieut. Col. Fellows, Sur- 
geon Galloupe, Capt. Loyd and Lieut. Ail), 
Co. H; Lieut. B. N. Mann, Co. K; Lieut. 
Day, Co. E; Lient. Comins, Co. I; and Ad- 
jutant Cheever, who was wounded. We can’t 
find out whether he is still living or not. 

The rebels came down to within three miles 
of Newbern and encamped for the night. The 
next night they all left. The report is they 
have gone to Washington. There were about 
fifteen thousand of them in all. It was Gen, 
Picket’s Division from Gen. Lee’s Army. 

~The next day they attacked Newport and 
captured it, and cut the railroad between here 
and Morehead city. We have been expecting

* BENJAMIN GOODRIDGE. 

The death of a man who has for many 
years occupied a prominent social and 
business position in our community, de- 
mands more than a passing mention. In 
early life, and during the more active 
period of his’ business career, Mr. Goop- 
RIDGE was aman of mark among his 
townsmen and in this vicinity. No en- 
térprise of interest to the town, or the 
general public,-was undertaken without 
réceiving either his sanction or opposi- 
tion. Whichever side he adopted, he 
eftered into its defense with his whole 
soul. He was a man of strong feelings, 
opinions “and impulses, and engaged in 
all public measures with an energy and 
determination which usually commanded 
admiration, if not. success. He was an 
ardent patriot, and his love of country 
and devotion to the cause of the Union 
waa as strong in his last moments as in 
the more active period of his career. He 
was a Whig of the Henry Clay school, 
and he manifested his admiration of that 
distinguished statesman by the most ac- 
tive and untiring exertions to procure his 
election to the Presidency. It was mainly 
through his efforts that Rufus Choate was 
first elected to Congress, and that, too, 
without @ nomination from any political 
convention: “Mr. Goopriner never was 
an “aspirant for public office, yet very 
few men have had more influence in giv- 
ing political positions to others. At the 
time of the second war with Great Britain, 
Mr. GoopxipGe was lieutenant in the 
Danvers Artillery, then under command 
of Capt. Jesse Putnam, and was with 
that corps when it acted.as coast guard 
at ‘Beverly, and more than once aroused 
the sleeping citizens by their alarm guns. 

-‘In social life, Mr. GoopRIDGE was 
wit known and highly regarded by all 
who knew him. Inflexibly honest and 
upright, he was a sworn toe to sham and 
pretensé of every kind. Holding a high 
standard of honor, meanness in stations 
exalted or humble always had his scorch- 
ing condemnation. He was a constant 
attendant “and supporter of religious 
worship, and in his family relations his 
strong and energetic will, which gave 
him so much character abroad, gave 


place to the kind and gentler qualities of

STEAM Fire Encine.—A petition is 
in circulation in this town for a steam 
fire engine. It is headed by our Chief 
Engineer, Wm. H. Lirrrz, Esq., and 
will undoubtedly be one of the articles 
in our next town warrant. In speaking 
of the services of the Salem steamer at 
the Gloucester fire, the Boston Post 
says: | : 

“The store of Mr. Cyrus Story, No. 89, on 
the northerly side of the street, was on fire, 
and if the north building should catch, no one 
could tell where the fire would end, for-this 
yet untouched building was three stories high 
and close under it were some wooden buildings 
which must inevitably share the same fate. 
Here it was that the steam engine, No, 2, from 
Salem, was placed, and well did it maintain 
the reputation which the ‘ steamers’ have en- 
joyed ever since'their introduction. With arms 
of steel that neyer tired, and. lungs of brass 
that were never exhausted, the ‘machine’ 
kept steadily at work and threw so much 
water that the fire here was ‘ drowned out.’ ”

With a fine form, a natural stateliness and dig- 
nity of bearing, an easy grace of manner and a: 
sociable and hospitable disposition, she added 
to these advantages a ready tact in the adapta- 
tion of her conversation, while her power of 
sympathizing with others in their different 
moods, made her a pleasant companion to young 
and old. Her heart enriching itself by its out- 
flowing kindnesses for others seemed proof 
against the chilling power of age, and preserved 
to the last an uncommon freshness of feeling.

THE CURRIERS’ STRIKE. 
[By request of one of our subscribers, 





the Shoe and Leather Reporter:] = 


‘Yegulations. Our readers néed not be informed 
that we are on principle opposed to strikes, as 

_ well for the interest of the workman as of the 
employer. Jiven if successful for the time, 
they must inevitably in the end result in a re- 
actions which wil] depress the price of labor just 
in the ptoportion in which it has been forced 
up by combination. A flood tide myst be suc- 
ceeded by an ebb. And generally the effect of 
a successful strike is to drive trade fO"other 
places and thus soon throw a portion of the 
workmen out of employment. 

“Our modern strikers do not often make any 
pretense of necessity, If they would courte- 
ously apply to their respective employers, the 
sense of interest would usually secure for them 
as favorable terms as the exigencies of the trade 
would warrant; but they are insane enough to 
believe that the employer can afford to pay 
them any figure by adding the increase to the 
price of the manufactured article, and that he 
ig more likely to submit promptly to attempted 
coercion than to favorably entertain a respect- 
ful application from his individual workmen, 


Aside from) the objectionable featutes of a | 


strike considered as a spontaneous movement 
for an immediate and specific object, the inter- 
ference of organized eocieties establishin g their 
regulations and rules both for employers and 
the employed, is not to be endured. No matter 
how disposed the journeymen of a particular 
establishment may be to come to terms with 
their employer, they must hold out for the ben- 
efit of other workmen. And these rules are 
often the most arbitrary, transposing the rates 


of labor, and affixing a higher figure to that |. 


which requires the least labor orskill. ‘Io sub- 
mit to such dictation is humiliating to an 
employer. These societies, to accomplish their 
object, will of course laud those who are prompt 
in yielding to.their terms, but such honors are 
rather equivocal; they serve only to mark the 
short -sightedness and tame spirit of the manu- 
facturer. _.A workman will often show a deter- 
mination worthy ofa better cause and hold out 
at great personal sacrifice for the benefit of his 
fellow workmen. His spirit is worthy of im- 
itation by the manufacturers. It is worthy of 
“Berious Attention how far it is honorable for a 
manufacturer, for the sake of temporary gain, 
to desert his fellows, and indeed whether he 
Goes. not in the end lose vastly more than he 
gains by his prompt compliance, 

To meet combination by combination is an 
evil, but it may be a necessary evil, And if 
there is no other way to counter-work these 
organized associations, we hold that both policy 
and honor require the employers to stand by 
each other and refuse to employ a member on 
any terms. In such a contest the issue cannot 
be doubtful. A general combination of manu- 
facturers never yet failed and never will fail to 
break up’ any combination of operatives how- 
ever strong and though supported by an ample 
fund—the accumulations of many-years. The 
great machinist strike in England resulted in 
driving hundreds of journeymen forever from 
their trade and introducing hundreds of new 
men, thus insuring exemption from strikes for 
one generation at least. And it is far better 
for manufacturers to hold out, even long enough 
to instruct new men, than to allow these so- 
cieties to gain prestige by success. But a pro- 
longed contest is not generally necessary. It 
requires a large fund to support the men for a 
very few weeks. The shoe operatives four 
years ago raised thousands of dollars for this 


purpose, more than was ever raised before by 


any one combination of men in this country, but: 
they soon eat it up and then were forced to 
yield. No strike can survive three weeks 
against a combination of manufacturers, when 
there is a belief that the employers are per- 
feetly united and sincere. The mind of a work- 
man may be blinded to his true interest; he 
may be intimidated or seduced by threats and 


| shallow arguments; but no faith in the right- 
ecusness of his cause can stand an SP phy pokect

THE GREAT SIRE IN GLOUCES- 
= sl TER. 

“According to thd Gloucester Telegraph, 

which has six columing in reference to 

this great calamity, the number of build- 


ings destroyed was 108, and the loss of | 


property, $440,000, partially covered by 
an insurance of $178,850. 

The fire was discovered about one 
quarter before four o'clock, and the alarm 
given, which soon became general. The 
streets were soon filled with people, and 
the engines were promptly on hand; the 
firemen used their utmost exertions to 
stay the course of the devouring element, 
but owing fo the extreme cold, and high 
wind, their efforts were of little avail. 


“The mercury at five o'clock stood at six 
degrees below zero, 


The fire was first discovered in the 
store occupied by Andrew Elwell, Jr., in 
Sawyer’s Block, and soon spread through- 
out. the block, and was speedily .com- 
municated to the building easterly ad- 
joining, and across the street. Thence 
the fire spread with wonderful rapidity, 
sweeping everything before it, and level- 
ling every building, on each side the 
whole length of Front street, from Saw- 
yer’s block, where the fire originated, on 
one side, and from the building of Cyrus 
Story on the other, to the Custom House, 
A clean sweep was also made of nearly 
every structure in the rear of this half of 
Front street, and buildings were destroy- 
ed on Duncan, Spring, Pleasant, Han- 
cock and Centre streets. 

The scene presented was one of in- 
describable confusion. “Men, women and 
children loaded with evéry conceivable 
article of furniture or stock in trade, 
seeking a place of safety; wagons load- 
ed with goods and furniture; furniture 
and goods heaped up on the side of the 
much of which had 
again to be removed, as the fire spread 
with such unexpected rapidity. 


_ Couriers were despatched to Annisquam 
and Rockport, and, at an early hour in 


the morning, two engines arrived at the 


scene of devastation, and worked'with a 
_will, but could accomplish but little: 


The people generally around the Cape, 
and from the adjoining towns, hastened 
to the rescte, and accomplished much 
good in saving property. 

At a little after nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, steam engine No. 2, of Salem, 
arrived in the train, and was stationed at 


the reservoir on Schoo! street. A stream 


_was soon doing good service upon the 


building of William West, then burning, 
and afterwards upon Cyrus Story’s build- 
ing, which was but partially destroyed. 
‘The arrival of this engine was most time- 
ly, as the fire was soon subdued. There 
can be no doubt that, but for the presence 
of this engine, the fire would have con- 
‘sumed many more buildings. Indeed, 


there is no telling where it would have 


terminated on Front street, and it could 
not have been kept out of Middle street, 


_ where the havoc would have been terrible. 3 
- To stay the fury of the elements and 


if possible check its progress several 
buildings along the route were blown up. 
We think the result demonstrated the 
fact that in case of wooden buildings, 
closely built, this course is of little avail, 
as in every instance the debris caught on 
fire and was destroyed, adding to the 
general conflagration. The house of 
Capt. Frederic G. Low, on Spring street, 
was the last building blown up, as also 
last one consumed, inh this direction. 
is possible that in this instance, the house 
being isolated somewhat. from its neigh-

‘This. latter 
delicacy, Cassaubon, in his commen- 
tary. on the passage in the Augustan 
historian .in. which it, is, referred, to, 
tells. us, is: at this day—-that is, in, his 
day, two hundred years ago—+passion~ 
ately sought after «by men of 'learried 
palates.: “ike Vitellusy he seems’ to 
have his “appetite whetted by the ex- 
pénsiveness of ‘the dishes’ ‘which he 
procured ; and sacrificithg the rarest 
and most beautiful birds for the sake 
of eating their heads, their brains or 
their tongues, | 

At, one entertainment, he displayed 
on his table the: heads of six hundred 
ostrichés; whose:brains, as well’as the 
flamingo and thrush, were among his 
favorite’ repasts: He also indulged in 
thé tongues of peacocks and 'nightin- 
gales, believing that they had a medi- 
cal virtue in averting epilepsy. He 
also made dishes of the entrails and 
sometimes of, the beard of. the mullet, 
of the eggs of partridges, and. the 
heads of pheasants; peacocks and par- 
rots. .We wonder at’ the destiuction 
of creatures: so lovely to the sight as 
the peacock, the flamingo, the phéas- 


ant, for the particle of delicate eating 


to be got from them; but epicurism 
and gluttony consume and destroy-all 
other tastes. 

Lhe, genius of Haliggstplus shone 
particularly. bright. in. the cooking of 
fish, * Incthis department le is’ said’'to 
have invented’ new niodes ‘unknown 
to Apicius ; but with’a refined hatred 
of things common'and cheap, he would 
never tasté fish at all when he was 
near the sea, but always took delight 
in them when far removed from wa- 
ter, just. as he took.a fancy for haying 
snow brought, to, him. in,midsummer. 
He .offered rewards. for the. discovery 
of new dishesiof exquisite flavor, and 
he hada humorous way of stimulating 
the invention of those around him im 
this sciencé:’' Wher! a courtiér, ‘after 
exerting ; his, best.skill, to please him, 
produced.a,dish which:he,did not rel- 
ish, he snade.the ingenious artist» Him- 
self continue: to:eat:of that! dish, and 
nothing else,'till” his: faculties, sharp+ 
ened® by “disgust, enabled ‘him to ‘find 
out something superior foi hig master! 

Like Neto and Caligula, Helioga- 
balus had his jocularities—generally 
pr actical ' ones —.sometimes merely 
absurd, sometimes characteristically 
cruel... His. most harmless, entertain- 
ments in this way~consisted of the 
suppers which he would give one night 
to eight men, all of them blind of one 
eye, ‘sometimes to ‘eight men afflicted 
with the gout, then to eight. deaf men, 
eight black men, ehh tall. and eight 
fat men. 

He kept sboees and leopards, itiich 
lay’at’ the’ tablé with litn;in order to 
frighten his friends. “He would’ get a 
company filled’ with drink, and‘ after 
locking them up for the night, would 
let loose amongst-them lions, leopards

‘The annual. Town Report is now in 
type, and: will soon be ready for distribu- 
tion. It contains but little matter of 
special importance, outside the ordinary 
expenses of conducting the affairs of the 
town. In‘ the Selectmen’s department 
the expenditures have been $41,525 12, 
being 17,086 21 less than the previous 
year. (It will be ‘remembered that the 
expenditures. for 1862 included the large 
amount paid as bounties to three years’ 
and nine months’ men.) The» expenses 
of repairs on highways have been. $1996 
39—beiag 803 61 less than the sum ap- 
propriated. The, reeeipts of the. Liquor 
Agency are 407 96, expenditures 396 46. 
In 1862 the receipts were 305 58, ex- 
penditures : 50089. The amount of State 
Aid disbursed to families of volunteers 
is 16,961 005 ‘year previous 18,152 50. 

»*From the freport of ‘the Overseers’ De- 
partment we'learn that the present num- 
ber of inmates of the Alms House is 42 ; 
average number for the year, 49; num- 
ber.of deaths, 3. The bie ieee have 
been 9,446 89, receipts 6,301.35; actu- 
al draft on. treasury, 3,145.54; for 1862 
it ‘was 3, 351 26. The expenditures of 
the ‘School department have been for the 
psy of teachers, 7,890 12; fuel, 72171; 
care of houses, 519 60; miscellaneous, 
140 14,°making 9270 97. The amount 
of taxes ‘committed to the Collector was 
46,726 00; amount collected 40,725 381. 
The balance-against the town is 55,967 
16, which, is. less .by 9,577 82 than it 
| was. the previous year.

mittee, chosen to judge of the giralifica- 
tions..of applicants fur the schoels, with 
power to accept or reject as they may see 
fit. - What more consistent, then, than 
that they should contract for the labors of 
our Teachers ? : 

2d. The Superintending Committee, 
elected to guard the ediicational interests 
of ‘the town, are ‘supposed tobe citizens 
best’ fitted by experience and education 
to perform thatduty. But, by the Dis- 
trict system, not only is their legitimate 
work of hiring teachers taken from them, 
but they,.are hampered, and. often con- 
trolled, in the selection of them by Dis- 
trict Committees, who know comparatively 
little of the wants and necessities of the 
schools. So that while the town creates 
a committee to carry out a beneficent 
purpose, it, at ‘the same time, weakens 
the power of that committee for action ror 


. ‘y ing its-hands. 


8d. It makes the teacher eapuciuiiaa 
to the proper power—the one which pays 
him for his services—the Town:and not 
the District.. The change is doubly ad- 
vantageous: agvantageous to the teacher, 
because. it takes away from him many 
temptations which tend to lure him from 
the path of duty. He knows that his 


| work is being tried by the judgments of 
its banner the names-of six battles—one | 


impartial, capable’ men, and not by the 
brains: of capricious and over-looking 
parents. So he-is not-obliged ever to 
sacrifice self-respect to preserve his place 
and means of livelibood... Advantageous 
to the Superintending Committee, because 
it gives them fredeom from restraint, and 


greater independence. Its results are 


‘seen in the schools in better teachers, 


teachers longer kept and laboring more 
conscientiously—therefore better—for the 
welfare of their pupils. 

Such. are some of the reasons why we 
think the District system should be abol- 
ished. They are hardly more than sug- 
gestions, but important enough we trust 
to merit the serious consideration of the 
town at their coming annual meeting.

THE OLD ELM TREE. 

[These lines were suggested by the 
cutting down, a month or two since, of 
an old Elm tree near the depot in Ips- 
wich, one of the largest and most noted 
among the many beautiful shade trees of 
which that picturesque village can boast, 
and under which the write was used to 
sport through all the years of his child- 
hood; to whom it was no common tree ; 
hardly less, indeed, than a “ Talking 
lm.” 

It yas sct out by Aaron Kimball in 
the year 1775, on the twenty-first an- 
niversary of his birthday, and for many 
years served as the roof-tree of himself 

and his descendants. "When at length 
the old” homestead. was sold there was a 
clause in the deed reserving the tree, 
whenever it should be necessary to cut it 
down, té the heirs of the grantor. ; 

Projected improvements on the part of 
the Eastern Railroad Company required 
the sacrifice of this ornament of the town, 
and five grandsons and the husband of a 
grand-daughter of ‘him who planted it 


came together from different parts of the 


country to perform the sad but pious 
office of laying the axe to its aged trunk, 
and only after more than two days did it 
Its _di- 
mensions were over 100 feet in height, 
12 1-2 feet dn circumference, at a dis- 
tance of 10° feet from the ground, and 
18 1-2 feet across thé roots at the surface 
of the earth, A large portion of the 
tree is already being used for ship-timber,

quaintly characterized it. Gens. Burn- 
side, Hooker and Sherman also became 
very expert in executing masterly re- 
treats. But before the era of Union re- 
treats we came. to look with contempt 


upon our foes. But we soon realized the 


’ truth of the old maxim, that.‘ a despised 


enemy always gives a bloody battle.’ 
Though we have won many glorious vic- 
tories, we have.lost many a bloody field. 

Then. again,.we expected to. see the 
rebels.dying with starvation at about.the 
12th month of the war. .The last  re- 
liable account from the South is that they 
are amply supplied with provision—even 
Lee’s army being restored.to full rations.

Its fault 
was’ an illiberal ‘fling at certain popular 
lecturers, who were in roundabout terms 
characterized as infidels. The lecture 
shouldbe set down as one of the useful 
of the course. 
~The secofid was by Gro. W. Curris— 
subject, The Way to Peace. This is 
probably, without exception, the finest 
of all the productions of this accomplish- 
For practical 





eg writer and orator. 
philosophy, that is, a dispassionate in- 
sight into things, Mr. Curtis is almost 
without a rival. His late disquisitions 
on our national affairs are of great prac- 
tical value. As an orator, he is graceful 
and fluent, never rising to remarkable 
positive power, and sometimes when his 
matter is abstract, liable to be in the 
least prosy.. But he is deservedly popu- 
lar, and there is no man in the lecture- 
field who makes to the public a better 
return for popularity. 

The third lecture was an off-hand talk 
on the Nervous System, by Dr. Dio 
Lewis. Dr. lewis is an‘enthusiast in a 
good cause. He may, like nearly all his 
‘class, sometimes over-state hig points; 
but *he does good by calling attention to 
the requirements of bodily health. It 
will be a time for rejoicing when we have 
one of his Gyranasiums established in 
our town. 3 : |

Readings, by Miss. Huenrnrerra SHaw. 
This lady.is. doubtless well-meaning, but 
mistaken...

worth going through the storm to enjoy. 
‘There can be no good objections to such 
readings taking the place of lectures: 

The eighth lecture, , by Rev. AvP. 


Purwam, was on the Nile. It was fine- 
ly, ‘often eloquently written; but with 


‘such exceeding elaboration that, together 


with the effects of a certain monotony in 
an otherwise pleasant voice, the hearer 
had to try hard not to. be weary before 
its close. 

The tenth lecture, by Rev. A. | L: 
ae on Camp Life, was one of the 

st. of the course... It presented with 
remarkable vividness passages from the 
author’s experience as Chaplain. It gave 
such information concerning army-life as 
was very intersting to us civilians who 
see war only ‘atva distance and» through 
the newspapers., It onght-to help every 
one to come into a truer sympathy with 
our citizen soldiers, The lecture was de- 
livered with strong power of oratory. 

The eleventh evening was occupied 
by Capt. Arwoonp of Provincetown, who 
spoke on the Science of Fishes. The 
speaker made no pretensions. . He is a 
practical fisherman. He has under great 


difficulties learned something about fishes; | 


for his acquirements he deserves praise. 
But (notwithstanding the opposite opin- 
ion has already been expressed in the 
Wizarp) he can hardly interest a popu- 
lar audience as a scientific lecturer. 
As a whole, the:.audience ‘at the Insti- 
tute was not pleased. This may have 
been in part their fault; but it is not too 
much to say that Capt. Atwood does not: 
quite deserve a place among popular lec- 
turers. 

Grorcr W. Curtis lectured again, the 
twelfth evening, this time on Political 
Fidelity. Of course it was a good lec- 
turé. That'it was not quite as good as 
the other one in the course by the same 
speaker, is not by any means saying that . 
it was not worth waiting one whole even- 
ing and an extra hour of another to hear. 
Mr. Curtis never speaks without instruct. 
ing as well as interesting. Even when 
his views are old or common, he gives 
them so thoroughly that they possess. new 


mganing to his hearers, 


The last lecture was by Rev. Mr, Hxp- 
wortH of Boston. It wis a production 
of strong merits and strong demerits.— 
That it gave an evening’s entertainment 
to the audience, no one who was present 

could deny, There was grace as well as 
power in the elocution, and ease and per- 
spicuity in the sentences. » But, saying 
this, not much more can be said in praise 
of the lecture. It was sadly wanting i 
something—either logic, or coherency, - 
an idea,—and wanting which, it was, 
with all its merits named, scarcely a 
second-rate production. . An audience 
should doubtless be pleased by a speaker, 
when it is possible; but not'as an end, 
only as a means to some purpose, Thought- 
ful people are not permanently pleased 
with the man who.is very successful in 
entrapping them for an hour with show 
minus substance, It may be justice to. 
say that Mr. Hepworth is here alluded to 
only as ao literary man. That he is a 
patriot, and that he wncidentably incul- 
cates patriotism, should doubtless be said 
to his credit, 

In looking over this tenth course of 


lectures, we can on-the whole pronounce

Simply they..are a 
prison and so forth rising out of the wa- 
ter. 


of them... That. they were so’ extensive I 
had no thought... The kindness of a good 
and intelligent. farmer, living within a 
stone’s throw .of the old fortifications, 
enabled me to learn considerable relative 
to the building of the works and of the 
life and conduct of the builders while,oc- 
cupying.them. This man, Pumphrey— 
for his name ought to be known—has:a 
farm of 220: acres, and is about the only 
man hereabouts who knows how many 
acres he has, or who cultivates them even 
proximately according to the ways of agri- 
culture in.New England. He was a bold 
Union man—and.as such, was quite alone 
in all. the vicinity—while yet the rebels 
were conscripting his. sons, stripping his 
farm and cutting down, as they did, near- 
ly.all his woods, He had four sons forced 


into the army, who. however, escaped into 


the woods during the army’s retreat and 
are now at home.

These rebel works whose extent, 
strength, variety and completeness, as 
once existing, excite the surprise of every 
visitor not familiar with them, were built, 
says Mr. P.,so far as the digging and 
lifting extended, entirely by ‘negroes.— 
Besides Pumpbrey’s woods, another en- 
tire forest of-some 15 acres was: used in| 
the. construction : of the entrenchments, 
breastworks, etc. Nor was any part of 
this: material used in building the large 
village of barracks—still standing—two 
or three miles nearer Norfolk. °The larg- 
est rebel force on the Point at any one 
time is estimated at 7000—a force suffi- 
cient, it would seem, for. garrisoning the 
forts and manning the two lines of breast- 
works. . Why this army ever abandoned 
such formidable places of defence, with- 
out a struggle, is still with many a matter 
of wonder: General Wool is said to have 
expressed his. surprise when ‘he ‘saw the 
stronghold ‘the enemy had left behind 
him, and ‘remarked, according to report, 
that.40,000 men could not have dislodged 
the frightened cohorts who fled and left 
burning in their rear the “ Indian Pole 
Bridge.” Norfolk folks say—that is, 
some of them do—that their city was 
abandoned because there was always a 
tivalry between Norfolk and Richmond, 
and that Richmond: demanded that her 
rival should be sacrificed. This will do 
well enough as an on dit. As however, 
the truth will do better, it must be said 
that it was necessary that the army of 
the Union should go marching on. 

Since’ some of your readers may have 
of 
considerable magnitude, an imperfect de- 
scription of such may not be uninterest- 
ing. But who shall describe them ?— 
Battered bulwarks, torn up parapets, 
exploded magazines, bursted cannon, 
scattered cannon ball, half burnt gun car- 
riages, the tottering look-out, the old 
telegraph office, the half demolished 
headquarters, the guard-house—dungeon

easily mentioned, or, if you please, illus- 
trated in Harper or Leslie; but the as- 
sociation of ideas, the sentiments and 
sensations arising out of a personal visit 
to such a scene of forsaken plans and 
withered hopes—these are less transfer- 
rable, whether by pen or pencil.

BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 





BY J. tT. HEADLY. 





After .the, hundred days preparation, 
Napoleon advanced to the Low Countries, 
to meet the allies, again banded together 
for his overthrow. . He attacked’ Blacher 
at Ligny, and defeated him,—and so hard 
‘pressed was this old veteran that he was 
overthrown, and lay entangled under his 
horse in the darkness, while the Frénth 
cavalry passed twice over his body with- 
out observing him: he then extricdted 
himself and joining his troops retreated 
to Wavres. Ney had. been less success- 


ful at Quatre Bras in his attack on Wel- | 


lington, but he had retired in good order, 
and effected: a. junction with Napoleon, 
and the ‘two. together’ moved’ down on 
Waterloo, where’ the Duke iad taken up 
his position—entirely eyemcreat from the 
Prussian army. 


To understand the field of’ battle, 
imagine two slightly elevated semicir- 
cular ridges or rather slopes, a half mile 
apart, curving gently forward, somewhat 
in the form of a parenthesis, and you‘ will 
have the positions of.the two armies. 
On ‘the summit: of one of these slopes 
was drawn up the French army. and on 
the’ other that of the English and allies: 
The night of the 17th June was dark 


‘and stormy—the rain fell in torrents, 


‘and the’ two armies lay down in the tall 


tye drenched with rain, to wait the morn- 


ing’ that was’ to es the fate of Europe 
and of Napoleon. ' 

@lrom ‘the ball-room at Brussels Many 
English. offi¢ers’ had been summoned in 
haste to the field, and shivering and cold 
were ‘compelled to pass the night in the 
mud, and rain, in theif elegant. attire. 
The artillery had cut up the ground, so 
that the mud was ankle deep, while the 
tall rye lay crushed and matted beneath 
the feet of the soldiers. The'morning 


of the 18th opened-with a-drizZly-rain, © 


and the two, armies, benumbed with cold | 
and soaking wet, rose» from their damp 
beds to the contest. Kighty thousand 
French soldiers were seen moving in close, 
massive; columns on .the, crest of the 


height, as they. took up. their several 


positions for the day. After all was 
completed: Bonaparte rode along the lines 
in the highest spirits, confident of suc- 
cess, and exclaiming, “now to break- 
galloped away, while the shout 
“vive UV Empereur !” that rolled after 


‘him shook the field on which he stood, 
and fell with ominous tones on the allied” 


army. Tivo hundred and sixty-two can- 
non lined the ridge like a wall of death, 
ready to open their fire oh the enemy. 
At eleven o'clock the signal of attack 
was given, and the columns moved in 
beautiful order down’ the slope. Wel- 


‘lington’s lines otcupied two miles in ex- 


‘tent, ‘with the fight resting on the 
Chateau Hougotmont, which from the 
defences Hit furnished was equal fo a re- 
doubt. ‘The centre was protected by a 
farm-house, La Hay Sainte, while the 
left’ stretched ‘out into the “open field. 
First Jerome’ Bonaparte Jed a column of 
61x thousand mén down on Hougomont, 
who in the ‘face of a most destructive | 
fire pushed up to the’ very walls of the 
chateau, and thrust their bayonets through 
the door, But the Coldstream Guards 
held’ the court-yard with invincible ob- 
stinacy and. he was ‘compelled at length 
to retire; after leaving, 1400,.men in a 
little orchard beside the. walls, where 
it does notyseem so.many men could be 
laid.’

SLAVERY.—The United States Senate 
hag passed, by a vote of 38 to 6, a bill 
for amending ‘the Constitution of the 
United States. It is feared by the friends 
of the measure. that there may be about» 
two votes less in. the House than the two- 
thirds required by the fifth article of the | 
Constitution. If this amendment passes, | 
as we hope it will, it must be ratified by 
three-fourths of the ~several States, act- 
ing by their legislatures or by conventions 
of the people, as Congress may prescribe.

The term Easter may 
haye come from the same origin. 

It is eminently a spring month, and 
some ofthe finest weather of the year 
occasionally takes place in April. Gen- 
erally, however, it is a month composed 
of shower and sunshine, rapidly chasing 
each other; and often a chill is commu- 
nicated by the east winds.

After trying in vain for some 
weeks to get an India voyage (the particular 
object of his ambition,) he shipped on board 
the ship “ Spark the Ocean,” Captain W. J. 
‘Treat, for a trip to New Orleans, and when-on 
his return, and within four days’ sail of home, 
he was lost as above stated. — . 


The captain ‘says in a letter to his father : 3s 


‘«< Everything was done that could be, to save 
him, but all in vain—the ship was hove too 
immediately, the boat was lowered and soon 
reached the spot where he sank to rise no more. 
It was very pleasant weather, and the sea very 
smooth at the time ; also the wind was light, 
which was favorable.” : 

And under all these favorable ice aeade 
this poor boy was allowed to sink and drown, 
for want of a boat in a suitable condition for 
immediate: use in ease of accident, for the first 
mate told the father of the boy that “ had 
there. been a boat hanging at the davit, or in 
any - other place, ready for immediate use, he 
could have saved him without a doubt.’"- 
- No excuse can be made for such gross negli- 


gence on the captain’s part as allowing this. 


ship to go to and from New Orleans without a 
single boat, ready for use in case of an accident, 
for his attention was called to the fact before 


he left Boston, and his answer was, “ We don’t. 


expect any accident.” 
And yet this ship was acting as a packet, if 


not rated as such, and brought eight passengers _ 
from New Orleans, four of them children and — 


three ladies, and of course any one was liable 
to be lost overboard. What the opinion of the 
public could be, had this been the case, it is 
not very hard to decide, more especially when 
told that it took from ten to fitteen minutes to

ings of which loak very ancient and s seen n fast 
going to decay. 

The fine estate of the late Daniel P. King 
is situated near here. Most of the citizens of 
West Danvers are farmers, and much of their 
produce is carried to South Danvers and Sa- 
lem, where it always finds a ready ‘market, 
Among the farmers of this place I must not 
fail to mention one, whom I think can defy 
competition in regard to raising hogs. ‘Lhis 
man—Mr. Bowman Viles—has a hag. at the 
present time which will weigh 600 Ibs. dressed, 
and is still growing fatter every day. Such a 
hog, at the present high prices of perk, is worth 
a pile of money.

During the time they 
were in the banks, the guard got eleven men 
“in the Park. They mounted their. horsbs at 
once on coming out of the banks, and rode up 
in front of the Tremont House. The preprietor 


and several other gentlemen were on the side- } 
: surnamed Hopkins, Doctor of Divinity, and of | 


walk at the time, and several ladies were on 
the piazza. They saw these fellows drive up, 
and saw them firing their pistols in the air, 
but supposed they were only riding out for 
pleasure, and firing their pistols to see how the 
horses wouldact. Just at this time, one of the 
livery stable men, from whom they had stolen 
five horses, came up with a revolver, and began 
to snap at them, but it would not go off. They 
then turned, and-one of them fred at him; 
but instead of hitting him, it hit Mr. Morrison, 
the contractor who was building the. new Ho- 
tel. Hehad his hand in his pocket at the time 


and the ball entered his hand, passed through 


his intestines, and came out at his back. He 
died Friday morning. They also shot one oth- 
er man, who refused to go into the Park when 
ordered to. 
in front, ran round just under the skin, and 
came out at his back, inflicting only a flesh 
wound. They shot. ata woman who refused 
to give them her horse, but- the ball went 
through her dress, doing her no injury. About 
half their horses they took from teams on the 
street. They would go up to a team, take a 
knife and cut off all the harness. except the 
head-stall, jump on, and ride off. When it 
became known what was going on, every store 
was closed, and a party of fifty, with pistols, 
shot-guns, etc., started off on horseback in pur- 
By this time the raiders had got ix or 
eight miles away. Their intention was to go 


to'Sheldon‘and rob the Sheldon Bank. “When 
they passed over the 1] Massaquoi River bridge, 


going into Sheldon, they set fire to the bridge, 
at which time our boys were within about three 
quarters of a mile from them. A. boy -who 
happened to be near the bridge just after they 
fired it, put out the fire-before our’boys reached 
it. ‘They drove up to the Sheldon Bank, but 
as it was after bank hours ard the bank was 


suit. 


closed, knowing as they did that our boys 


were close upon them, they set fire to a barn 
belonging to the president of the bank, stole 
one of his best horses, also one of the cashier’s 
best horses, and made for the Canada line. 
They succeeded in getting over before our boys 
overtock them; but with the assistance of the 
Canadians, two- of them were captured that 
night. Darkness came on, and the remainder 
skedaddled into the woods. The next morn- 
ing they captured two more of them, and have 
continued to do so till last night, when they 
had thirteen of them in the jail at St. John’s. 
They have also recovered about $112,000 of 
the stolen money. ‘The Canadians have turn- 
ed out so.generally to take them that there is 
little doubt of their being captured when 
they come out of their holes. ‘Those who 
have been taken say they knew what they 
were about, and are only sorry they did not 
kill more, and fire the town, as they intended. 


"They say they were from Richmond, that they 


were conmmissioned by Jeff. Davis, and that 
it is mot the last one of. the kind that will be. 
The story of “Jeff. Davis” is not believed, 
however, as it has been ascertained by examin- . 
ation that they planned the raid in Montreal, 
and held their councils in Montreal and St. 
John’s. Most of them are fellows who have de- 
serted from our army after getting large boun-— 
ties, It is also found that some of them are 
New York City roughs, and about three of 
them “Southern. refugees,’’ who have been in 
Oneof them ig a deserter from a 
Vermont. regiment, and belongs only twelve 
miles from here. They had their counsel all 
engaged to clear them in case any of them 
“should be taken ; and they think. now that. 
that they will be cleared on the ground of a 
commission from Jeff. Davis. But there is so 
much evidence against this that it will not 
avail them anything. 

The Governor-General of Canada.s says they : 
‘will not be given up. They are all expected 
here this week, and there will bea little risk : 
of their being lynched on their arrival here. 
They were each armed with from three to six | 
of Colt’s best revolvers. They say they intend- 
ed to burn the Guovernor’s house and thén rob- 


town. On coming out of the banks, however, 
they found so many of the people in the street 
that they thought it best to get away as soon 
as possible. 

“We have now -two companies of the invalid 
corps here, and twenty-five cases of Springfield 
-rifles have been distributed among the citizens, 
so that in case of another raid they will have 
something with which to defend themselves, 
At the time of‘the raid, I don’t. believe there: 
were a dozen guns in the whole town, and what 
. there were were not fit for use, Most of the 
horses have been recovered. A guard is now

est on ‘Mfonded debt,—the investment made | 


by a gallant people i in the cause of good gov- 
ernment. If -we would invalidate our debt, 


we have but to surrender to foes without, and 


bad counsels within. If we would bankrupt 
our people, we have but to pause in the war, 
for our enemies to take fresh courage, and to 
destroy the. confidence of our citizens in their 
government. Let us take care of our armies, 
and our armies will take care of the debt. 


Not for our national peace ‘and glory. We 


have not reached the point of armistice Or SuUs- . 


pension. There is no treaty which we could 
offer, acceptable - to the South, consistent with 
our honor and future, prosperity. “There ‘is no 
guaranty which would not be open to future 
political diange, and ‘consequent ‘renewal of 


the strife. That people ‘which has taken up 


arms for national independence, is not bone of 
our bone and flesh of our flesh if it would ‘now 
return to its former condition simply to renew 


“that political controversy which has erided in 


such a baptism of blood. The terms of © peace 
which they would demand, we cannot submit 
to; the terms of peace whieh we could offer; 
they are not yet ready to accept. _When they 
are ready to accept terms ‘based on “the Consti- 
tution; they will be ready- to accept terms 
based on Emancipation. For they know per- 
fectly well-that re-union now means emancipa- 
tion, let the ‘process bé what it may. 

- Not-for’ ‘the sake of humanity. The land is
